My guess is that this is one of a limited number of 75A4's made specifically 
at the request of the President of the Eldico Company, who had some made to 
match the transmitter and amplifier that Eldico designed and manufactured in 
the same cabinet size as the 75A4. These were the SSB-100F transmitter and the 
SSB-1000 amplifier. Their Eldico cabinets were light gray (like the S-line) 
with a smooth, glossy finish.

make out the part number on them. I'm thinking I'm better off powering the 
VFO with something working off the filament feed. I can imagine folks who 
substituted regular 12V bulbs and fizzled something. 


Next request, is there a readable schematic of an older NCX-5 (with the 7360 
balanced mixer) out there? My downloaded and purchased manuals only cover 
the late original NCX-5 and Mark-II models that have the diode ring 
modulator modification.
